conditions. 

HOW MANY parents, they ask 
know that although Hast Jordan 
has one.of the finest school buil- 
dings in the north, five of its 
rooms intended for high school 
classes are now being used for 
elementary grades? 


How many parents know 
eighth grade English - classes 
are being held. in the band 
room with folding chairs and 
pupils’ knees serving as desks?. 


How many parents know that 


high school classes are being,. 


held on the etaEe of the auditor- 
ium? 

‘How many ‘parents know that 
each teacher should teach 30 
students, but that due to lack of 


. space many rooms have one and 


one half times that many? 


THESE OVER crowded con- 
ditions in the East Jordan school 
should receive serious thought on 
the part of residents, the offi- 
cials say. And American Educa- 
tion Week is an appropriate time 
to think about it.

Soil Testing 
Local fertilizer dealers in this 


area are cooperating with all of 
the Agricultural agencies in spo- 


“nsoring soil testing this fall, ac- 


cording to Clayton Healey, chair- . 
man of the Charlevoix Soil Con-' 
servation District. 


This time of the year has been 
designated as soil testing: month 


‘and farmers are urged to have 


their soil samples tested now so 
that they will be ready at spring 
planting time. 

Healey says that any farmer 
can take some soil samples on 
land that he will plant to small 
grain and seed to grasses and le- 
gumes next year and bring them 


_to his local fertilizer dealer. 


The fertilizer dealer will fill 
out a soil sampling sheet and 
mark the samples so that they 
will not be mixed up while being 
tested. The dealer will pay the 
cost of testing these soil samples. 

The fertilizer dealer in this 

area who is cooperating in this 
‘soil testing program is the East 
Jordan Cooperative Company. 
After these dealers have collec- 
ted these samples they will be 
picked up by Ed Rebman, coun- 
ty agricultural agent, and taken 
to the Petoskey soil testing laba- 
tory. : : 
- Recommendations will then 
be sent back to the farmer so 
that he can order his fertilizer 
and lime in plenty of time for 
spring work. Taking fertilizer in 
the fall and winter when prices 
are lower and storing it for 
spring planting will save farm- 
ers some expenses. All farmers 
are invited to take advantage of 
this ‘service.

‘and the military traffic is second 
only to one in Germany. Howev- 
ler, a tremendous quantity of our 


7 ‘freight, as. well as many of our 
personnel, come in by air: Some 


of the aerial freighters can carry 
quite a tonnage out of Brookley 
AFB,. Ala. 

The housing problem is quite 
a bit better than in many places. 
Altho most of us haven’t been 
able to use it, concurrent travel 


is now acceptable into this -gar- |.. 


den spot. Houses are not quite up 
to the standard of indoor plumb- 


-{ing and hot water that we like, 


but in this zone of mild winter 
temperatures, it isn’t too bad. 
The attitude of people who 
are assigned here varies quite 
widely. Quite a number despise 
it thoroughly. Others tolerate it. 
A few like it fine. That may 
sound like a brutal estimate of 
| the. situation but is very. frank 
and, I think, honest. Personally, 
I would as soon be here as most 
o’seas locations. I think, too, 
that the people who like it least 
are those who stay put and grow 
old. Looking at the same parched 
scenery (from June to December 
things are very dry) every day, 
watching the sun come up in ex- 
actly the same. way with-never a 


one’s nerves, even tho it is the 
weather that Florida would pay 
millions to have. During the: day 
even now one can get a sun tan 
or enjoy a visit to the beach (if 
he-ean find the time). At night, 
it is either a 1-° or ‘2-blanket 
sleeping = requirement. Seldom 
does it get too warm for good 
sleeping at night. Occasionally— 
not often-—in the summer it gets 
‘a little hot for a day or two. It 
can get up to 125 or 180 degrees, 


‘tbut doesn’t often-do so. In winter 


iit is a little ehilly and damp and 
can be somewhat miserable due 
to poor heating. Even then, the 
days often warm up into the 70’s, 
‘and frosts are unheard of. So I 
-won’t have to buy prestone for 
the radiator. There is one unus- 
i ual item that I do have to buy for 
the car, and that is. amber sealed

To pay for this, the farm op- 
erator will pay a new tax‘on his 
1955 income. 

And Rebman reminds, whether 
you are beyond retirement age 
or not makes no difference on 
the tax. You must pay the self- 


employment tax as long as you~ 


continue to work—if your net 
farm profit is $400 or more. 

The tax will be 3 per cent of 
your net farm profits up to and 
including $4,200. The. most any-_ 
one will pay per year will be 
$126. per year—until the rate 
increases in 1960.
